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CFPG Still Awaiting 
Response From County

The Steering Committee of Citizens for a Planned Greenbelt 
(CFPG) Tuesday night drafted a letter to the County Commiss¬ 
ioners of Prince Georges County, asking once more for a meeting 
in which plans for the future growth and development of Green¬ 
belt might be discussed. 

The committee was rebuffed in its earlier efforts to arrange 
individual meetings with each of the five commissioners. None 
of the five responded to the committee’s letter. They let it be 
known, however, that they might entertain the possibility of meet¬ 
ing as a group with CFPG. _ 


The letter drafted Tuesday night 
reiterated the Steering Committee’s 
position: it does not want to dis¬ 
cuss specific zoning cases at this 
time, but does seek to set forth 
Greenbelt’s own goals for the fut¬ 
ure. 

The Commissioners were asked 
to set a time and place for such 
meeting, and to give the Steer¬ 
ing Committee the courtesy of an 
early reply to its letter. 

Membership Drive 

Charles F. Schwan Jr., chairman 
of the membership committee, re¬ 
ported on further plans for the 
membership drive which will get 
underway May 1. 

Schwan said there is an urgent 
need for more volunteers to carry 
out the door-to-dQor campaign.

Arson Suspected In 
Springhili Lake Fires 

Two fires in buildings under 
construction at Springhili Lake on 
the night of April 22 caused dam¬ 
age estimated by the developer at 
$160,000. The county fire marshal’s 
office has been asked to investi¬ 
gate because of a suspicion of 
arson. The first fire, reported at 
6:21 p.m., occurred in one unit of 
an apartment building. Each unit 
contains 11-12 apartments, and has 
its own entrance; when several 
units are joined together in one 
building, they are separated by a 
firewall. 

The second fire, reported at 4:55 
a.m. on April 23, caused greater 
damage. An entire building, con¬ 
sisting of four units, was burned 
out. The building had apparently 
been burning for some time before 
the fire department was called by 
the night watchman. 

Both buildings were at approvi- 
mately the same stage of con¬ 
struction. Walls, windows, and 
roofs were finished, but the in¬ 
terior partitions were still being 
built. 

Fire-fighting efforts were hamp¬ 
ered by the fact that the whole 
construction area is rough and 
muddy, and it was difficult to ap¬ 
proach the buildings closely. 
Fortunately, fire hydrants had 
been installed, and they function¬ 
ed effectively.

Greenbelter Hurt 
lu Shooting Fray

Stephen Abernathy, 21, of Spring- 
hill Lake Drive, was reported in 
satisfactory condition at Prince 
Georges Hospital after he was 
shot by Greenbelt police officer 
Thomas Galifaro on Sunday night, 
April 25, at Springhili Lake. Police 
Chief William Lane stated that 
Abernathy was wounded in the 
ear and also had a slight wound 
where the bullet grazed his neck. 
The incident followed a violent 
family quarrel, in which Aberna¬ 
thy had fired a rifle toward a 
group consisting of his wife, fa¬ 
ther, and sister, and two off-duty 
policemen, threatening to kill them. 

Descriptions of the incident by 
witnesses varied, and Police Chief 
Lane is conducting an investigation 
on behalf of the city. City author¬ 
ities have also requested investi¬ 
gation of the shooting by the county 
police and office of the State’s 
Attorney. 

Police officers Galifaro and John 
W. Pugh, off duty Sunday night, 
were acting as watchmen at Spring- 
hill Lake. Seeing an automobile 
exit and then re-enter one of the 
parking lots at a high speed, Gali¬ 
faro approached it on foot. He told 
the driver that he was a police 
officer, whereupon the driver re¬ 
versed suddenly at high speed. Gal¬ 
ifaro was quoted as saying that 
he believed the driver had attemp¬ 
ted to run him down. He fired 
four warning shots into the air as 
the car sped away. 

Shortly afterward the two offi¬ 
cers found a second car in the 
parking space, occupied by Aber¬ 
nathy’s father, Carroll, and the 
junior Abernathy’s wife and sister.

Long Range Plans Submitted 
For GHI Frame Homes, Land

The final report of the Long Range Planning Committee was 
submitted by chairman Lloyd Moore to the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
board of directors at last Thursday’s meeting. The report consists 
of 50 recommendations, divided into ten general subject areas. 

The board agreed not to take any action on the report until 
after the May elections when the board will be reconstituted. The 
report will be on the agenda for the May 19th annual member¬ 
ship meeting. 


The recommendations were 
presented to the board as guide¬ 
lines for the continuation or ex¬ 
pansion of present policies and 
for the institution of new policies 
in the coming years. 

Moore said the recommenda¬ 
tions were in the form of goals 
and general principles rather than 
detailed discussions of how to ac¬ 
complish these goals. Moore 
stated that the recommendations 
represented a a majority consensus 
of the 15-man board; and a unan¬ 
imous consensus in most. 

Undeveloped Land 
Probably of most interest to 
members are the recommenda¬ 
tions dealing with use of unde¬ 
veloped land owned by GHI and 
the reformation of frame homes. 

In the former area, the commit¬ 
tee recommended that GHI pre¬ 
pare its own ‘"master plan” and 
that all land use be considered 
with respect to such a plan. How¬ 
ever, it exempted three parcels 
from this recommendation on the 
grounds that studies have already 
proceeded on these tracts. These 


FOUR TO RUN AGAIN 
FOR GHI BOARD 

Four members of the present 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of 
directors, whose terms are up, 
have announced their decision to 
seek re-election to the board at 
the coming GHI annual member¬ 
ship meeting, Wednesday and 
Thursday, May 19 and 20. The 
membership this year will elect 5 
members to the 9- man board. Di¬ 
rectors run for staggered terms 
of 2 years. 

The announced candidates are 
GHI president Charles Schwan, 
treasurer John O’Reilly, Gerald 
Gough, and Norman Weyel. A 
fifth incumbent — Mrs. Velma 
Chapman — has declined to seek 
reelection. 

The GHI Nominations and Elec¬ 
tion Committee announced that 
so far two other individuals are 
seeking board seats.. They are 
Norman B. Charles, 2-D Garden¬ 
way, and Donald M. Olverson, 
12 -D Hillside. 

Also announced by the commit¬ 
tee v/ere four candidates for the 
three-man audit, committee. They 
a,te Charles H. Wainscott, 1-D 
North way; Robert W. Lauber, 4-C 
Crescent; Miss Katherine Keene, 
6-H Hillside; and James R. Foster, 
4-H Hillside. All three incumbents 
—David Lange, George Eshbaugh, 
and Seibert D. Meade —declined to 
run for another term. 

The Nominations Committee 
members have “Candidate Con¬ 
sent Forms” (see printed form in 
this week’s newspaper) available 
for completion by candidates for 
office. These forms should be re¬ 
turned to the committee as soon 
as possible and must be returned 
to the committee by Saturday, 
May 8. Members of the committee 
are Chairman George Adams, 46-D 
Ridge; Andrew Feeney, 14-A 
Ridge; J. Walsh Barcus, 2-T Gar¬ 
denway; Thomas White, 21-E 
Ridge; and Richard Gramm, 21-H 
Ridge. 

GHI members may also be 
nominated by a petition signed by 
ten members. The committee has 
available the necessary petition 
forms. 

Board members receive a salarv 
of $500 per year and officers $750.

are the four lots in the Woodland 
Way-Northway area and the par¬ 
cel across from the North End 
School being proposed for homes 
for larger families; and the tract 
on Parkway being proposed for 
a GHA Medical building. 

The committee asked that green 
buffer zones be created where ap¬ 
propriate, but also urged further 
development of land, where suit¬ 
able, for construction of homes for 
large families. 

Frame Homes 

With respect to frame homes, 
the committee recommended (1) 
face-lifting programs stimulated 
through GHI financing and ar¬ 
chitectural plans and (2) replace¬ 
ment programs for those frame 
buildings that are no longer eco¬ 
nomical to operate and which have 
substantial structural defects. 
These buildings would be replaced 
with model demonstration town 
houses to serve as an initial test 
of community demand and accept¬ 
ance of replacement activities. 

Other suggestions for improving 
the frame-home surroundings in¬ 
cluded a lowering of the density 
of the homes, an improved side¬ 
walk system, imderground utility 
lines, and pedestrian underpasses, 
particularly near North End 
School. The committee urged that 
special attention be given to the 
future improvement of the South¬ 
way entrance to town. Also given 
encouragement was the idea of 
combining units as a means of 
providing larger homes for those 
members with large families. 

Home Improvements 

The committee made several 
suggestions for facilitating the 
construction of additions and 
adoption of improvements to 
homes. Suggestions included spe¬ 
cial GHI management consultants, 
special GHI financing, and pro¬ 
visions for certain services at a 
fee to members. It asked for a 
Fine Arts Advisory Commission to 
advise on housing exteriors and 
landscaping. 

Fiscal Policies 

A series of recommendations 
dealt with fiscal and financial mat¬ 
ters. The committee endorsed 
present policies of insuring that 
monthly charges be sufficient to 
meet projected maintenance needs 
and of maintaining sufficient 
funded reserves to insure the 
sound financial condition of GHI. 
It approved a policy of GHI using 
its resources to provide adequate 
financing for resales, face-lifting, 
additions, etc., provided that such 
financing did not jeopardize mem¬ 
bers’ investment in their homes. 
Also endorsed was the principle 
that individual members be per¬ 
mitted to realize an unrestricted 
capital gain on the appreciated 
value of home at the time of re¬ 
sale. 

Other Areas 

Other recommendations dealt 
with the general concepts of GHI, 
the primary function of the corpo¬ 
ration, and member relations. The 
committee saw a need for educat¬ 
ing members in these areas. It 
sought a balance between individ¬ 
ual rights and responsibilities and 
group co-operative action. The 
committee endorsed present poli¬ 
cies that limit corporate action to 
activities related to serving the 
housing needs of its members, but 
also saw a need for more flexibility 
in this area. ,

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GHI Year End 
Financial Report

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. ended 
the year 1964 with an operating 
deficit of $40,200 ('before adjust¬ 
ments in reserve accounts), ac¬ 
cording to the end-of-year finan¬ 
cial statement prepared by GHI 
comptroller Don McGinn. Ex¬ 
cluding principal and interest pay¬ 
ments by members, total income 
of the corporation during 1964 was 
$1,110,500. 

Such a deficit was not unexpect¬ 
ed. At the time the 1964 budget 
was adopted, prior year pension, 
tax, and maintenance contingency 
reserves of $35,500 had been al¬ 
located to meet the deficit. 

Nevbrtheless, the 1964 experi¬ 
ence was among the corporation’s 
poorest years, as income from 
other sources than member’s 
charges dropped off. The year 

1963 had seen the one-time pay¬ 
ment of a $31,500 5-year dividend 
on fire insurance. Such dividends 
in the future will be distributed 
over the 5-year period and re¬ 
flected in each year’s annual 
statement. A lower yield from 
sales department fees and the ab¬ 
sence of a GDC dividend also 
contributed to the drop. 

(At its April 22 meeting, the 
GDC board voted a dividend of 
$5,000 which will be reflected in 
next year’s statement.) 

Expenditures 

Total operating expenditures for 

1964 were $1,150,700, an increase 
of $60,400 over 1963. Mainly ac¬ 
counting for this increase were 
the replacement of heat and water 
lines ($25,200) and the extensive 
exterior trim paint program 
($17,200). Another important item 
to show an increase was admin¬ 
istrative and sales expenses 
($17,200). Increased fringe and 
pensions costs were a contributing 
factor in all departments. , 

Fuel oil costs dropped $12,000 in 
1964. Combined county and city 
real estate taxes were down by 
$10,400, but the proposed increase 
in assessment could change this 
picture considerably. Trash col¬ 
lection costs were up $2,700 as 
the new city rates went into effect 
in August 1964. 

Gne new item included in the 
annual report for the first time 
was zoning expenditures. GHI 
paid out $2,900 in 1964 to pay the 
costs of zoning and planning con¬ 
sultants. This item can be ex¬ 
pected to increase as the zoning 
controversies reach their height 
in the coming months.

Greenbelt Police Chief William 
Lane reports that two juveniles 
were apprehended recently after 
they had vandalized two auto¬ 
mobiles on Lastner Lane in Box¬ 
wood Village. Officers Herbert 
Faulconer and David Brunk caught 
the boys, ages 13 and 14, as they 
were running away. Damage had 
been done to both cars and one of 
them had been moved. The boys 
had also broken into one of the un¬ 
occupied new houses. 

Lane reports that the two boys, 
who live in Berwyn Heights, had 
never been in trouble before. They 
were extremely contrite, and their 
parents were cooperative. Restitu¬ 
tion will be made by the parents, 
and the boys have agreed to earn 
money by working to repay the 
cost of the damages.

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JUST A REMINDER! 

Now that spring is here and 
Greenbelters are spending more 
time out of doors, Ron Dick, assis¬ 
tant to the city manager, wishes 
to remind residents of a few city 
ordinances. 

Pets 

Dogs, cats, and other animals 
must be confined to the premises 
of their owners, except when un¬ 
der the effective control of a re¬ 
sponsible person. Owners are re¬ 
sponsible for thedr pets and are sub¬ 
ject to fine if pets are permitted to 
run at large. Animals running at 
large will be impounded and held 
at the city or county animal shel¬ 
ters. 

Park Regulations 
The following regulations govern 
the use of city parks: permits are 
required for all group picnics; the 
use of alcoholic beverages is pro¬ 
hibited; the removal or destruction 
of trees, shrubs, etc., on public 
(parklands is prohibited. Swim¬ 
ming is prohibited in Greenbelt 
Lake, but fishing is permitted (per¬ 
sons over 16 must have a state 
fishing license), and so is boating 
(but no motor boats). Permits are 
required for rowing or canoeing, 
and they are issued at the Youth 
Center. 

Cleanup Campaign 
The annual spring cleanup will 
take place May 3 - 17, and city 
crews will be making periodic pick¬ 
ups of leaves, dead branches, etc. 
which have been gathered by resi¬ 
dents from their yards.

Police Sgl. Green Is 
Resident Of Boxwood 

Police Sergeant Austin R. Green 
and his wife Evelyn moved recent¬ 
ly to 104 Lastner Lane, Boxwood 
Village, after having lived for the 
last 14 years in Berwyn Heights. 
Green has been a member of the 
Greenbelt Police Department for 
18 years. He began as an auxiliary 
policeman in the Civilian Defense 
Corps under the leadership of Lt. 
Albert Attick, now Superintendent 
of Public Works. 

In those days, policemen doubled 
as firemen and as ambulance 
drivers. Fire and rescue squad 
work took precedence over police 
duty. Green says: ‘‘I can still re¬ 
member Lt. Attick running down 
Gardenway in his bare feet at any 
time, day or night, in answer to a 
call.” Police officers were paid $1.00 
an hour to act as fireman if they 
were off-duty; if on duty, there was 
no extra pay. 

Green has been active in many 
civic organizations, notably the 
American Legion, DAV, and school 
safety patrols, and he has acted as 
Marshall in many Labor Day 
Parades.

They were planning to take Aber¬ 
nathy’s wife to her mother’s house, 
after the young couple had quar¬ 
relled. 

While the policemen were talk¬ 
ing with Abernathy’s family, he 
returned in his automobile and 
fired a shot at the group. In the 
melee that followed in the darkness 
beyond the parking lot, officer 
Galifaro fired the shot that wound¬ 
ed Abernathy. 

Abernathy, who was taken imme¬ 
diately to the hospital, has been 
charged with reckless driving, dri¬ 
ving at a greater than reasonable 
speed, two counts of assault with 
intent to murder, and one count 
of assault with an automobile. He 
will be arrested when he is dis¬ 
charged from the hospital.

Greenbelts "Cedar Row” 

The history and development of 
College Park and adjacent areas 
is currently the subject of a series 
in the Prince Georges Post. Green¬ 
belt has figured prominently in sev¬ 
eral issues. 

Tht site of “Montebello” or “Ce¬ 
dar Row” is mentioned as being 
within what is now a part of the 
city of Greenbelt. This was the 
home of Milton E. and Mary Easby 
Smith and served in 1892, as a Sun¬ 
day school for Catholics of the ar¬ 
ea. The nearest Catholic Churches 
were at Annendale and Hyatts- 
ville. Permission was obtained 
from James Cardinal Gibbons of 
Baltimore, and a Mass was cele¬ 
brated on August 5, 1893, at Mon¬ 
tebello. It was only possible to have 
a Mass a few times each year. The 
Sunday school continued regularly 
and many children were baptized 
and received their First Commun¬ 
ion at Cedar Row. Some of their 
descendants still live in this area. 

The stately cedars of ‘ Cedar Row 
can be observed from Braden Field. 
Looking northeast, the cedars are 
outlined against the skyline just 
to the left of the steel standpipe. 
The house disappeared when 
Greenbelt was built.

Golden Triangle

On Friday, April 23, the County 
Commissioners heard a petition for 
commercial zoning by the owners 
of the much disputed “Golden 
Triangle’', at Beltway, Kenilworth 
Avenue, and Greenbelt Roads. 

* The hearing included several 
other zoning petitions within the 
Area 13 Master Plan boundaries. 


These petitions preceded the “Gol¬ 
den Triangle” presentation, and 
were taken under advisement. 

Ben Dyer, land planner, of Ben 
Dyer Associates, recommended spe¬ 
cialty type commercial zoning for 
the “Triangle.” Greenbelt's expert 
land planner, John Joyner, charged! 
that no economic survey had been 
made to see Whether the area could 
support another major shopping 
center. Joyner urged adherence to 
Master Plans of both MNCPPC and 
Greenbelt. Both plans call for low 


intensity commercial development 
or “C-O-P” (commercial office 
park). There is as yet, however, 
no MNCPPC designation for “C. 
O.P.” zoning. 

Traffic Survey 

Dyer read from a “traffic survey,” 
which sought to show that N.A.- 
S.A.’s traffic snarling of Greenbelt 
road in the morning and evening 
would not be any easier with more 
workers located in another office 
complex. He then cited a traffic 
survey, done on a Monday, which 


showed a low volume of traffic 
created by the Beltway Plaza. 

Mr. Bernstein, lawyer for Sidney 
Brown (developer and owner of 
Beltway Plaza) in cross-examining 
Dyer proceeded to show that the 
lack of an economic study in itself 
showed the unfeasability of adding 
more commercial zoning to this 
area.

Air-Conditioning Estimates 

Thousands of suburban home- 
owners are adding central air con¬ 
ditioning to their houses this 
spring. While an estimated 41 per 
cent of Washington area homes 
already are air conditioned area 
contractors report a near-record 
number of installations so far this 
year. 

If your house still lacks air con¬ 
ditioning and you want to have 
climate control on a year-round 
basis, the Potomac Electric Power 
Co. offers its assistance in estimat¬ 
ing the size of the air conditioning 
unit needed to cool your house. 

The cost of adding an air con¬ 
ditioning system to your house will 
depend on a number of factors, 
including the cubic footage of the 
house, the amount of glass area 
and the way it faces and the 
amount of insulation, among other 
things. 

If you have a forced-air heating 
system, the cooling coil unit may

Meningococcal Infections 

There has been a marked in¬ 
crease in the incidence of menin¬ 
gococcal infections in Maryland 
this year over a comparable period 
last year, according to John H. 
Janney, M.D., Chief of the State 
Health Department’s Division of 
Epidemiology. A similar increase 
has been reported for the entire 
country. To date there have been 
25 cases reported in Maryland this 
year; 8 of these resulted in death. 

The meningococcus organism is 
frequently found in the nose and 
throat of healthy persons or 
"‘carriers.” Transmission of the 
infection is by person to person 
contact or by droplet spread. Pos¬ 
sibly not more than one out of 
every 1000 persons who come in 
contact with the organism shows 
signs of meningococcal illness. 
The infection may be so mild as 
to go unnoticed. 

In other instances, the organism 
may invade the blood stream, caus¬ 
ing meningococcemia. This is a 
sudden severe illness which may 
result in death in less than 24 
hours. 

Most frequently the infection in¬ 
volves the meninges - the mem¬ 
branes enveloping the brain and 
spinal cord. This form is called 
meningococcal meningitis. 28 of 
the 43 cases of meningococcal in¬ 
fection reported in Maryland last 
year developed meningitis; 10 of 
these were fatal. 

The concentration of large num¬ 
bers of susceptible persons in 
crowded sleeping quarters is con¬ 
ducive to infection and illness. 
There is no vaccine against men¬ 
ingococcal infection. Early diag¬ 
nosis and prompt treatment are 
essential for preventing deaths. 
Prior to the discovery of the sulfa 
drugs, fatality rates in the United 
States for some outbreaks were as 
high as 50 to 75 per cent. Cur¬ 
rently the infection is fatal to 20 
to 35 per cent of those who are 
attacked. 


be installed in the duct system over 
the furnace with the condenser 
unit located inside or outside the 
house. The same ducts which carry 
warm air in winter will carry cool 
air in summer. The only exception 
to this might be an old house with 
ducts which are too small to handle 
the greater volume of air required 
for cooling. If you have “wet heat,” 
you will need a separate cooling 
system and the equipment may be 
placed in the attic or crawl space 
with short ducts or diffusers carry¬ 
ing cooling to the rooms. 

The same course might be fol¬ 
lowed in a one-level ranch house 
which has a radiant hot-water 
heating system in a concrete slab. 
In some large houses which are 
heated by hot water pipes, a chiller 
unit might be installed. It will 
pump cold water through the sys¬ 
tem in summer, just as hot water 
is pumped through it in winter.
